LOCATION OF 
FIRE BOXES 


Forty-eight ‘of the fifty fire alarm boxes being installed by the Game- 
well Company in this city are now ready for operation and the locations 
for the remaining two willbe selected in a few days. When the system is 
complete Richmond can ‘boast one of the most up-to-date systems on the 
coast. 

The city is perfectly covered, with the boxes just far enough apart 
to make them within easy reach of any one, when a fire breaks out. This 
system is another big forward step and comes just on the eve of when the 
city is considering a partially paid department. i * 

All of the boxes are not installed, but the majority of them, are ready. 
For the benefit of the public the News prints today for the first time the 
list of the boxes.and where they will be located. It woutld be. well to cut 
|the list out an dkeep it. 

The boxes are connected by electric wire with the various bells about 
the town and when an alarm is turned in the bell Will tap the number of 
the box, a slight pausé oecurring between each tap. The number turned 


in will at the same time be recorded on.a tape in the various fire houses.

‘The Gamewell Company expects to have the system in perfect order in 
about five more weeks.”
